Eighteen cities in the state o f Oklahoma are now engag- J 
ed in a friendly rivalry to see which may produce evidence 
of being the most desirable in which to live and rear a 
family. 
The eighteen cities engaged in this “Better C ities’* 
contest have until Thanksgiving day this year to file their 
claims of leadership. 
On that day the Shawnee Chamber j 
of Commerce, sitting as a jury, will review the evidence 
submitted for and against each of the contestants, will de­ 
cide which has established a superior claim and will award 
to the successful contestant a prize of $2,500. 
Ada has entered the race against almost overwhelming 
odds but with a spirit of determination which has changed 
many hasty paens of victory to cries of bitter rage and has 
enabled many persistent souls to make their exit from 
Time’s stadium through the ornate Crate of Triumph, when 
the showing made in the first few rounds of the course was 
not altogether encouraging. 
Of course determination alone will not suffice to win 
the race, for no doubt all of the contestants are equally 
determined to do their best. 
Inherent ability also, is re­ 
quired. 
That, Ada has. or she would have ceased to be a 
city long ago. 
Another requirement of successful racing, 
is practice. 
How great soever the native ability and the 
determination to succeed, these elements are always enhanced 
by practice. 
It is true many remarkable records have been 
made on the race course by amateurs, but men who follow 
the races closely usually place their money on those who 
have demonstrated their ability to run with patience and 
endurance the race which lies before them. 
Puking the first lap of the race Ada has shown the need 
of pi. lice, and some of the other contestants have Shown 
the same weakness. 
All continue in the race, however, and 
each has still a chance to win. The people of the entire state 
are watching the progress of the race. Favorites have been 
chosen, and a glorious crown awaits the winner in addition 
to the prize money and the applause of rejoicing friends, lf 
Ada is victorious the glad news will be flashed throughout 
the land and no one can Herniate the good which wifi be 
accomplished in a material way for Ada and Pontotoc county. 
Whether a city which has refused to practice in the race 
of progress, by turning down every work of public im­ 
provement advanced for over a decade, may win in a contest 
against cities which have sidewalks, paved streets, public 
playgrounds, libraries, V. M. C. A.’s, parks, public amuse­ 
ment places and the many other things that make a city 
both beautiful and profitable to live in remains to be seen. 
There are a number of weights which Ada may cast 
off as the race progresses. 
There are a few which she must 
carry to the end of the course. Practice alone would eliminate 
them and the practice stage is passed. 
“We find that our laws are not properly enforced, and 
that unless the public conscience is arounsed and a demand 
made by the people to change the conditions that obtain, which 
permit flagrant violations of the laws very little headway can 
be made on the work that we are undertaking.” So reads 
a report.

PHILADELPHIA,

to expedite the movement of coal 
to ports oft’ the Great Lakes when 
lake shipping re-opens this spring, 
the Pennsylvania Railroad is load­ 
ing lake coal boats tied up for the 
winter at Cleveland, 
Erie, 
Ash­ 
tabula and Sandusky. 
The plan is 
j bein carried out for the first time 
; this year. 
It will enable the lake 
j boats to move coal cargoes aggre­ 
gating about 200,000 tons as soon 
as lake ports are again reopened. 
Normally about 28,000,000 tons 
of coal are delivered by the rail­ 


roads at the lake ports during the 
shipping season. 
Most of the coal 
is destined for Duluth for industrial 
uses and railroad fuel in interior 
points in the northwest, about 200 
coal boats being engaged in the 
traffic. 
The Pennsylvania railroad 
carries approximately 20 perceftt of 
the coal, principally from the central 
region of its system. 
Under the early loading plan it 
is expected that sc great deal of 
the congestion and delay attending 
the movement of coal when the lake 
shipping season opens will be avoid­ 
ed.
